PLANS for a free school in New¬ 
market have taken a step forward 
as 200 people have shown their 
support after two public meet¬ 
ings.

Decision day for 
supermarkets 


TWO of the supermarket's jock¬ 
eying for approval in Newmar¬ 
ket have been recommended 
for approval by district council 
officers. 

Planning officers at Forest 
Heath District Council have 
recommended applications for 
a replacement Tesco supermar¬ 
ket on Fordham Road and a 
Morrisons, in Exning Road, for 
approval at the extraordinary 
council meeting today. 

A report by officers said “there 
is a clear and present need for at 
least one new foodstore in New¬ 
market” and described Morri¬ 
sons as the most preferable as 
it had the lowest percentage of 
non-food floor space, the sec¬ 
ond lowest impact on the town 
centre and the next best poten¬ 
tial for linked shopping trips af¬ 
ter Asda. 

It was also recommended 
that Tesco’s plans for a 9,870 
sq m store to replace the cur¬ 
rent 5,223 sq m supermarket on 
Fordham Road, was approved. 

In a report for the meeting, of¬ 
ficers recommended plans for 
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an Asda on land bounded by the 
High Street, Rowley Drive and 
Black Bear Lane for refusal on 
the grounds it was “contrary” to 
heritage and horse racing poli¬ 
cies despite comments from 
the council's retail consultant 
which stated “the Asda scheme 
would appear to support the 
town centre most”. 

Plans for a Sainsbury’s on the 
George Lambton Playing Fields 
were also recommended for 
refusal as officers said the de¬ 
velopment “would be likely to 
significantly harm the vitality 
and viability of the town centre” 
although the report acknowl¬ 
edged benefits such as provi¬ 
sion of a cinema and improved 
sports facilities at Newmarket 
College and Brickfield Stud. 

Simon Petar, corporate affairs 
manager at Tesco, said: “This is 
excellent news which takes us a

step closer to delivering an out¬ 
standing new shopping choice 
for Newmarket and with it, the 
creation of 200 jobs aimed at lo¬ 
cal people. 

“The fact that officers believe 
our plans should go ahead is 
a real boost to our many loyal 
customers and staff.” 

Mr Petar said: “Ultimately, it 
will be the Development Con¬ 
trol Committee that makes the 
final decision and we look for¬ 
ward to their deliberations next 
Wednesday.” 

Tesco has announced the re¬ 
placement store would bring 
200 jobs to the town on top of 
the 276 already employed. 

Morrisons declined to com¬ 
ment on the plans before the 
decision is made. 

A decision will be made on all 
four supermarket applications 
at a meeting of Forest Heath 
District Council’s development 
control committee today. The 
meeting starts at 4pm.

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Prison camp cartoons 
go under the hammer

THE work of an artist who 
risked death to record his expe¬ 
rience as a Japanese prisoner of 
war (POW) has been seen by the 
public for the first time. 

Wartime artist Leo Rawlings 
documented his time spent 
in the prison camp during the 
Second World War through a 
series of cartoons which went 
under the hammer at Rowley’s 
auctioneers in Newmarket yes¬ 
terday 

The watercolour and pen im¬ 
ages were discovered in a pri¬ 
vate house in Cambridge and 
have never been seen before by 
the public. 

Will Axon, senior value and 
auctioneer at Rowley’s, said: 
“Rawlings was taken prisoner 
by the Japanese at the fall of 
Signapore in 1942 and he even¬ 
tually ended up working, along 
with many others thousands of 
POWS, on the construction of 
the notorious ‘Death Railway’. 

“He sketched throughout his 
three and half years of captivity 
and risked his own life to record 
the cruelty and mistreatment of 
prisoners, hiding the drawings 
in a stove-pipe buried under his 
bed. 

“An army officer encouraged 
him to capture the treatment 
of POWs as a permanent re¬ 
cord and many of the drawings 
were produced while he was in 
hospital using any materials he 
could find, including crushed 
standstone and vegetable die.” 

The four drawings for sale 
include a picture called Trail of 
Death showing the jungle with 
the decomposing bodies of 
fallen workers. Another depicts 
emaciated prisoners pulling a 
guard in a cart through mud. 

The drawings are each ex¬ 
pected to fetch between £300 
and £500.

Dettori: ‘My 
cocaine shame’

JOCKEY Frankie Dettori has ad¬ 
mitted he was “very ashamed 
and embarrassed” after being 
banned for six months when he 
tested positive for cocaine. 

The three-time British cham¬ 
pion jockey who is based near 
Newmarket, broke his silence 
last week just days he was due to 
return to racing and confirmed 
for the first time that he had tak¬ 
en the drug. 

The rider was suspended for 
six months by French racing 
authority France Galop after re¬ 
turning a positive test following 
a routine examination at Fong- 
champ on September 16, 2012. 

Dettori, 42, was due to re¬ 
turn to action at Feicester on 
Monday evening but the British 
Horseracing Authority (BHA) 
said on Friday he would need 
to be interviewed by the French 
racing authority’s medical team 
before he could return. 

Dettori said: “I’m very 
ashamed and embarrassed, and 
paid a very big price for it, you 
know. I spent six months not 
doing the thing that I love, rac¬ 
ing.

“Things were going bad, I was 
depressed and I guess a moment 
of weakness and I fell for it and 
I’ve only got myself to blame. I 
can’t blame anybody else.” 

Dettori said: “The embarrass¬ 
ment of when it came out, I had 
to hide in my house for a week. 

“The embarrassment of tell¬ 
ing the children, you know. You 
know they still go to school, they 
might get bullied and so it was a 
very, very difficult time.” 

He blamed his downward 
spiral on being passed over at 
Godolphin for other top riders. 

The Italian jockey said: “My 
first 17 years of my riding career 
at Godolphin, I was always the 
number one pick. 


“All of a sudden I saw myself 
being the fourth in the biggest 
race in the world. 

“You start getting depressed. 
I wasn’t sleeping at night. I 
was arguing with my wife. My 
head was wrecked, absolutely 
wrecked. I couldn’t take it any¬ 
more.” 

His 18-year relationship with 
the establishment ended after a 
provocative decision to ride for 
rival Coolmore and Dettori said 
he has been unable to speak 
to Sheikh Mohammed, Godol- 
phin’s owner, since then. 

He said he was “shocked” by 
the doping scandal which has 
rocked Godolphin in recent 
weeks and said disgraced train¬ 
er Mahmood Al-Zarooni had ru¬ 
ined the stable’s reputation. 

Dettori said: “It has been ru¬ 
ined by one person. He has ru¬ 
ined my career to start, and now 
he has ruined Godolphin.” 

A1 Zarooni plans to appeal 
against his eight year ban from 
the BHA but has admitted he 
made “a catastrophic error” in 
administering anabolic steroids 
to 15 horses. 

The jockey was speaking to 
Clare Balding in an exclusive 
interview with Channel 4 News.

confesses that she could not enjoy the 
little things because everything from 
shopping trips to family events were 
centered on how far she could walk 
without a rest. 

Now having gone from a size 32 to 
a size 12, Lesley never sits still. 

She walks four-and-a-half miles a 
day, jogs and works out as much as 
she can but, most importantly, she 
can take part in all the rough and 
tumble with her youngest children 
that was too much for her before, 
freeing up her teenagers' time who 
had to step in to help her out.

She laughs: "Mike loves it! He's 
always known me big so to have a 
skinny wife is something he's never 
had before." 

The couple are embracing the new 
Lesley and their new freedom by 
taking on a big challenge of their own 
and doing a charity parachute jump.

Airfield on July 26 to raise money for 
the East Anglian Air Ambulance - a 
stunt the mum-of-seven has longed 
to do for years, but couldn't because 
of her size. 

The only regret she has about 
losing 16 stone is knowing that she 
could have done it years ago with 
the support of Slimming World.

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Hoax bomb 
threat at 
racecourse

County leads 
the way on new 
traffic courts 


TRAFFIC courts trialled in Suf¬ 
folk are to be rolled out across 
the country. 

Justice Minister Damian 
Green announced on Friday the 
courts, which deal with low-lev¬ 
el road traffic offences, will be 
set up in areas all over the UK to 
help the criminal justice system 
deal with these cases more ef¬ 
fectively 

The dedicated courts have 
been trialled in nine pathfinder 
regions, including Suffolk, since 
August 2012 and each area de¬ 
cided how often motoring of¬ 
fences are heard to meet the 
needs of the region. 

Justice Minister Damian 
Green said: “Enforcing traffic 
laws is hugely important for 
road safety, and saving lives.

However these cases take nearly 
six months on average from of¬ 
fence to completion, despite 
the fact that over 90 per cent of 
cases result in a guilty plea or 
are proved in absence - this is 
simply unacceptable. 

“The justice system must re¬ 
spond more quickly and effec¬ 
tively to the needs of victims, 
witnesses and local communi¬ 
ties and these dedicated courts 
will enable magistrates to better 
organise their work and drive

greater efficiency.” 

There are around half a mil¬ 
lion summary motoring cases 
heard every year including 
speeding, traffic light and docu¬ 
ment offences. 

The Ministry of Justice is look¬ 
ing to change the way these of¬ 
fences are dealt with as they 
often take longer from offence 
to completion than much more 
serious cases. 

Chief Con Chris Eyre, of the 
Association of Chief Police Of¬ 
ficers, said: “We have imple¬ 
mented this new procedure to 
traffic cases with great success 
in nine police forces, radically 
simplifying and speeding up the 
process. 

The government will consult 
the judiciary on the matter.

Supermarket for 
Soham approved 


IT’S the news the majority of 
residents in the Soham area 
have been hoping for. 

More than a year after plans 
to build a 41,000 square-foot su¬ 
permarket on the outskirts of the 
town were submitted, the major 
scheme has now been given the 
green light. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning committee 
approved the outline planning 
application last Wednesday, 
despite being recommended by 
planning officers to reject it over 
fears it could harm business in 
the town centre. 

Around 80 residents packed 
into the council chamber for 
the meeting and cheered as the 
committee voted unanimously 
to approve the plans. 

The committee heard a pub¬ 
lic consultation on the plans 
attracted 665 comments in sup¬ 
port and 51 letters of objection. 
A recent survey also revealed 
around 80 per cent of Soham 
residents currently travel out of 
town to nearby Ely or Newmar¬ 
ket to do their shopping. 

Among those who spoke in 
favour of the new store at the 
meeting was David Lunn, of The 
Shade. He said: “Yes we have a 
Budgens store and a Co-op but

they are convenience stores, not 
supermarkets. They don’t offer 
what the big stores offer. 

“Around 80 per cent of people 
in Soham have told us they trav¬ 
el out of town to do their main 
shopping. This is sad news for 
Soham and we need to change 
it.” 

County and district councillor 
for Soham, James Palmer, also 
pleaded with the committee to 
approve the plans. 

He said: “Soham, and the 
north of the town in particular, 
has grown tremendously over 
the years and there are hun¬ 
dreds more new homes on their 
way. We can’t keep building 
houses in Soham without pro¬ 
viding people with more facili¬ 
ties or better infrastructure.” 

Opposing the plans, Soham

resident Charles Warner said: 
“This is the wrong develop¬ 
ment in the wrong place. If we 
are to have a new supermarket, 
it should be as near to the High 
Street as possible. 

“Building this supermarket 
in The Shade will suck the life 
out of the town centre and set 
out the long term decline of the 
town.” 

The planning committee’s de¬ 
cision will see developers Har¬ 
rier Developments building the 
new store on land in The Shade, 
as well as 282 parking spaces, 
a community-style pub/restau¬ 
rant, a petrol station and a new 
roundabout to provide access. 

It is also believed the develop¬ 
ers will contribute £150,000 to 
improving public transport in 
the town and £100,000 towards 
other town centre improve¬ 
ments. 

As previously reported, the 
owner of Soham’s Budgens 
store, Jonathan James, was hop¬ 
ing for the plans to be refused 
so that he could offer his store, 
in Clay Street, to one of four big 
supermarket chains — Tesco, 
Asda, Morrisons or Sainsbury’s. 

However that offer was only 
going to progress if the plans 
were rejected.

Mum finds way to 
slim herself better 


Declared ‘morbidly obese’ by doctors - and 
diagnosed with two life-altering medical 
conditions - mum Vanessa Abraham decided to 
slim herself healthy. Louise Martin reports. 


E XPLORING the wonders of Disney 
World, Florida, Vanessa Abraham 
and her family were on the trip of 
a lifetime. After months of planning and 
saving, the family were finally there, but 
tipping the scales at a hefty 17-and-a-half 
stone, and suffering from the progressive 
muscle wastage disorder Charcot Marie 
Tooth (CMT), the holiday was proving 
more of a challenge than a pleasure for 
the morbidly obese mum-of-two. 

“Originally that holiday was the reason 
why I bought my walker with a seat and 
hired a scooter as it was the only way I 
was going to be able to get around, but 
now it’s the best thing I’ve ever done,” 
she explains. “People probably thought it 
was because of my weight as there are so 
many overweight people in America, but 
I actually felt like Kate Moss over there. 
Fat or otherwise, I physically couldn’t get 
around because of the CMT.” 

Charcot Marie Tooth is a neurological 
disorder affecting muscle tissue across 
the body, for which there is currently no 
cure. The disease delays signals from the 
brain to the peripheral nerves causing 
muscle wastage and deformities, mainly 
in the feet, lower legs, fingers, hands and 
forearms. 

Vanessa, 47, was diagnosed with 
CMT in 2008, but looking back believes 
it has always been a part of her life. “I 
always knew there was something wrong 
because I’ve always had to look where I 
put my feet,” she explains. 

“When I was in my 20s I was going to 
exercise classes and I wasn’t able to keep 
up with everyone and used to trip over 
my feet. I remember being pregnant with 
my son, fames, and just falling over in the 
street one day.” 

Because of the disease, Vanessa has 
very little strength in her feet and lower 
legs and has to wear ankle-foot orthotics 
(AFO) during the day to help lift her feet 
off the ground and prevent her toes from 
curling under and ultimately causing her 


to fall over. 

“Regardless of the AFOs, you think 
you’ve stepped over something but 
because your dexterity is slightly out it’s 
so easy to fall,” says Vanessa. “I’ve always 
had to wear flat - and very broad - shoes, 
while my sister wears really great, trendy 
shoes. She asked me once if it bothers me 
that I can’t wear those shoes and I just 
laughed and said ‘No, they look awful!’ 
fust looking at them I can feel the pain in 
my feet.” 

Like many women, Vanessa put on 
weight during pregnancy. When she was 
expecting her daughter, Elbe, now 13, she 
gained between two and three stone but 
lost it afterwards through diet and, as her 
CMT wasn’t as advanced at that stage, 
aerobics classes. But during and after her 
pregnancy with fames, now 10, Vanessa 
gained a whopping eight stone and didn’t 
lose the weight. 

“We moved to Cambourne when Elbe 
was 3 and I was five weeks off having 
fames,” explains Vanessa. “We had 
decided that I would give up work and be 
a stay-at-home mum after having fames 
and I think the weight gain was down to a 
combination of moving house, giving up 
work, my CMT condition progressing and 
just feeling quite isolated. 

“I struggled quite a bit after the birth 
and just felt ill - it was like I had lead 
boots on my feet all the time. I was eating 
too much and I was lonely, so I would 
eat to cheer myself up and then I would 
feel guilty so I would eat more. It was a 
vicious circle.” 


Vanessa admits when her diet was at 
its worst she couldn’t visit a petrol station 
without picking up a calorific treat and 
if she passed a coffee shop would always 
cab in for a latte and a cake. The mum 
would eat the leftovers from her children’s 
plates before eventually reaching what 
she cabs ‘destruction mode’, where she 
would feel like she had totally ruined any 
chances of losing weight so would just 
carry on comfort eating. 

Although incurable, Vanessa knew her 
excess weight was not helping her CMT 
and in 2011, after undergoing tests at 
Papworth Respiratory Support and Sleep 
Centre (RSSC), she was also diagnosed 
with a mild form of obstructive sleep 
apnoea. Obesity is the most common 
cause of sleep apnoea, a condition which 
causes interrupted breathing during 
sleep as the muscles and soft tissue in 
the throat relax and collapse. Because of 
the condition the mum was prescribed a 
Constant Positive Airway Pressure (CPAP) 
machine which enables her to breathe 
more easily while sleeping. 

Vanessa tried various diets to lose 
weight and each time would lose up 
to two stone, but would then revert 
back to her old eating habits and put 
the weight back on. “I think I felt a bit 
sorry for myself because of my CMT and 
obstructive sleep apnoea -1 was comfort 
eating,” admits Vanessa. “I didn’t look like 
the person I was before and I didn’t act 
like that either. I didn’t feel like wearing 
nice clothes and my self esteem was very 
low.”

Last June, after a decade of 
unsuccessful dieting, Vanessa was 
at her heaviest weight and, with a 
dangerously high BMI of 38.9, was 
morbidly obese. “I had seen dieticians 
and was always encouraged to lose 
weight but I just couldn’t get in the 
zone,” says Vanessa. “Overeating is an 
addiction and for years I had tried to 
lose weight but I just couldn’t do it and 
would always give up.” 

But after seeing an advert for the 
weightloss programme LighterLife, 
featuring Birds Of A Feather star Pauline 
Quirke - who shed an incredible eight - 
and-a-half stone by following the meal 
replacement plan, Vanessa was inspired 
to finally do something about her 
increasing weight. LighterLife 
combines a liquid diet of 
around 600 calories a day 
with a personal support 
programme that takes 
a psychological 
approach. 

With the support 
of her husband 
Christopher, 

Vanessa attended 
her first 

LighterLife class 
in Cambridge 
last June. “I knew 
straightaway 
this was the 
thing that was 
going to work for 
me,” remembers 
Vanessa. “I couldn’t 
trust myself around 
food any more and 
if it wasn’t this then 
I was thinking it was 
going to have to be a 
gastric band.” 

Vanessa began the liquid 
diet and swapped her large 
portions of takeaway and unhealthy 
snacks for just four liquid packets a day. 
“People have said to me ‘I don’t know 
how you can do it, it can’t be healthy’; 
but in these four packets I’m getting all 
the vitamins and minerals I need every 
day, which is more than what I was 
getting from what I was eating before.” 

Although Vanessa isn’t eating the 
same meals as her husband and 
children, she has no problem preparing 
meals for them and admits the whole 
family is now eating a healthier diet. 

“I was so out of control before I joined 
LighterLife. I couldn’t be bothered to 
cook so we were getting takeaways and 
that was damaging to my children as 
I was teaching them bad habits,” says 


Vanessa. “Although I’m not eating the 
food I’m cooking any more I’m really 
enjoying it. I like to do my shopping 
online because 1) it saves my legs and 
2) I don’t have to look at the things I 
don’t need to look at. I still buy snacks 
for the children and sometimes I am 
tempted, but when I’m in the zone the 
thought of eating them doesn’t even 
enter my head.” 

Vanessa has lost a whopping five 
stone since joining LighterLife taking 
her weight to 12-and-a-half stone 
and reducing her BMI to 28. She has 
dropped four dress sizes and is well on 
her way to reaching her 10-stone target 
and a healthy BMI of 25 by 
this June. “LighterLife 
will be a part of my life 
forever if I want it to 
be - and I do want 
it to be,” says 
Vanessa. “I feel 
lighter, happier, 
and more 
confident.” 
Once 

Vanessa has 
reached her 
target weight 
she will be 
supported 
by the 
LighterLife 
weight 
management 
programme to 
help her sustain 
her weightloss 
and introduce 
healthy foods back 
into her diet. 

Not only has her 
weightloss improved her 
outlook, it has dramatically 
affected her sleep apnoea 
and Vanessa is expected to be 
able to stop using the CPAP machine 
this summer. “The doctors at Papworth 
have said I am going to slim myself 
better,” she says, beaming. “It turns out 
that my sleep apnoea was a completely 
self-inflicted thing and was all down to 
me being obese.” 

Vanessa is the happiest she’s been in 
years and credits her weightloss for 
her new-found self esteem. “Both my 
children and husband have said how 
proud they are. Last year in Florida I 
struggled in the heat but this year we’re 
going on holiday to France and I feel 
so much happier about the thought of 
being on the beach that I’m even going 
to have a bikini! I really do feel like the 
old Vanessa again.”

Hamlet 


THE question, according to the Marlow 
Society, which is putting on a skewed 
production of a classic, is: what’s a girl 
going to do? 

The troupe of am-dram students is 
reinterpreting Shakespeare's Hamlet 
with a modern twist and a female lead, 
as (Lady) Hamlet. See what they did 
there? Sticking to the society's tradition 
of reacting against Victorian theatre and 
reviving Shakespeare's work (and the 
quality of verse-speaking actors to boot), 
expect more than a few surprises. 

The setting is bleak, the stage stark: 
it's the end of the Cold War and the 
1980s loom as "one young woman finds 
the most dangerous revolutions start at 
home". With a dead father, a remarried 
mother and a murderous uncle on the 


throne, not to mention a ghost or two, 
Hamlet must tackle a web of tragedies 
and dangers to exact her revenge. 

Director Niall Wilson explains why he 
decided to switch Hamlet's gender: "I'm 
interested in how the dynamics of the 
piece will change. 

"There is a long and storied history of 
female Hamlets, and more recently of 
female actors taking on traditionally male 
Shakespearean roles - Fiona Shaw as 
Richard II, Pippa Nixon as the Bastard in 
King John - and it's exciting to enter into 
this tradition's spirit of making the old 
modern. 

"This production is about seeing the 
world through young eyes, for better or 
worse. A middle aged bloke lofting a skull 
doesn't show that."

Epic 3D (U, 102 mins) 

BASED on the children’s book The Leaf Men And 
The Brave Good Bugs by William Joyce, Epic is a 
charming fable that could, with clever parental 
persuasion, inspire the youngest generation to 
swap their video games for an invigorating spot 
of housework. 

Chris Wedge's vibrant computer-animated 
film reveals a long-standing feud between tiny 
eco-warriors called Leaf Men, who protect 
Mother Nature and are invisible to humans, and 
an army of evil-doers called Boggans, who are 
armed to the sharpened teeth with infectious 
mould. 

In order to protect our parks and forests, and 
restore sunshine to our gloomy technology- 
driven society, the dirt and decay must be 
banished forever. 

Seventeen-year-old Mary Katherine (voiced by 
Amanda Seyfried), who prefers MK for short, 
reluctantly heads out of the city to stay with 
her madcap father, Professor Bomba (Jason 
Sudeikis). 


Since the death of his wife, Bomba has thrown 
himself into his study of the little men, who 
apparently reside in nearby trees and brooks. 

Naturally, MK thinks her father has lost his 
grip on sanity until she is magically shrunk into 
this fantastical realm of valiant warriors and 
talking flora. 

MK is taken under the wing of Leaf Men rebel 
Nod (Josh Hutcherson), whose gung-ho actions 
disappoint his commanding officer, General 
Ronin (Colin Farrell). 

When the rival army of Boggans led by evil 
Mandrake (Christoph Waltz) attempts to take 
over the forest and destroy the Leaf Men and 
their benevolent leader, Queen Tara (Beyonce 
Knowles), Nod and MK stand side by side 
against the onslaught. 

Directed at a brisk pace by Wedge, who 
previously helmed Ice Age and Robots, Epic is 
an enchanting journey of discovery that will 
inspire pangs of nostalgia for parents who 
fondly remember the 1989 Disney romp Honey, 
I Shrunk The Kids.

DO: Diarmuid Gavin 


YOU would have thought that when he moved to 
a new house in Wicklow - known as the Garden 
of Ireland - Diarmuid Gavin, the enfant terrible 
of the gardening fraternity, would have wasted 
no time hauling in the diggers, landscaping 
materials, amazing plants and architectural 
altars. 

Think again. The TV gardening maverick 
admits that it's easy to talk about garden design, 
to lecture on it and write books about it, but he 
developed a fear of it when it came to his own 
plot. 

"I bought a new home, a show house, with 
a perfectly simple garden - wooden fences, 
sloped lawn, some scalloped shaped beds to 
the sides and that was it. But for the life of me, 

I couldn't decide on a good design which would 
satisfy the family,” he says. 

"I made the terrible mistake of ripping out 
everything that was here in the misguided belief 
that a clean sweep would provide some clarity. 
And then I did... nothing... for ages.” 

The situation became so dire that his local 
estate agent sheepishly approached and said 
Gavin was making his job selling properties very 
difficult because of the state of the garden. 

"The ignominy! So, something needed doing. 
Even then I ran away from the issue. I started 
work indoors, knocking down walls, repainting 
and disposing of heavy black curtains.” 

Ever distracted with other projects, the TV 
gardener says that his own plot has progressed 
slowly. "After some years I developed a plan and 
commissioned a beautiful illustration. Now at 
least we know what the garden will look like. 

"The heavy building work started - a 
beautiful two-storey veranda now crosses the 
back of the house allowing for outdoor living

on two levels. Freshly planted wisterias are 
beginning to climb towards the sky, wrapped 
around reclaimed cast iron pillars. The 
foundation is in for a small summer house. 

"Over Easter I shifted five tonnes of sieved 
topsoil in readiness for new raised vegetable 
beds. The big plan is to terrace - lawns, beds 
and borders. 

"However, the big lesson is - don't do it my 
way. Just do as I say.” 

Gavin and his family live minutes from the 
coast. Their garden enjoys a sunny aspect but, 
like the rest of the country, there is plenty of 
rain. However, he has ploughed on and has 
achieved some measure of success in his choice 
of planting. 

"The difficulty in the last few years has been 
the either freezing or just plain cold winters. 

I like to battle against the elements and the 
echiums that are growing up against the sitting 
room window are testament to that - they have 
been burnt by frost but even now stand at a 
majestic 10ft high. If you are a gardener you roll 
with the weather.” 


He offers the following design tips to 
gardeners who want their garden to look good, 
whatever the weather: 

■ Keep the overall design simple. When you're 
making a plan, use a few sweeping lines to lead 
the eye from the viewing point, which is often 
the kitchen window, right down to the back of 
your plot. 

■ Turn your lawn into a welcoming green 
wide pathway, which almost acts as an arrow, 
drawing the eye or the visitor on a journey. 

■ Keep the planting simple. Mass plant low- 
growing shrubs such as dwarf purple berberis 
for colour or clouds of Pittosporum tobira 
'Nanum'. 

■ If your garden is extremely small, shaded or 
just damp, give up on a lawn altogether. It's not 
going to repay any maintenance and you will 
spend years and fortunes bemoaning the brown 
patches and invasion of weeds and moss. Dig 

it up and replace it with a top-quality artificial 
turf. For a top-of-the-range brand, try Easigrass. 

■ Consider what your specimens will look like all 
year round, not only when covered in foliage or 
flower. If you're planting a tree, why not try a 
multi-stemmed birch? 

■ Pay attention to a few detailed areas. Surprise 
and delight by framing your front door with 

a wonderful display of massed colour in pots. 

For instance, a mass of flowering cyclamen 
crammed into a 'long Tom' terracotta urn looks 
special and draws attention from less well 
tended parts of the garden.

Burwell get the run-around, but seconds 
win to keep up their promotion hopes 


Doping scandal deepens 


LAST year’s Ladbrokes St Leger 
hero Encke is among seven 
further horses formerly in the 
care of Mahmood A1 Zarooni 
to test positive for anabolic 
steroids. 

The British Horseracing 
Authority undertook an exten¬ 
sive testing programme at the 
yard of the trainer following his 
eight-year suspension after 
he admitted administering 
banned drugs to 15 horses in 
his care. 

The BHA testing has now un¬ 
covered another seven horses, 
including the Doncaster win¬ 
ner, who have returned posi¬ 
tive results for the steroid sta- 
nozolol. 

Testing at the other Godol- 
phin yard of Saeed bin Suroor 
returned no positive results for 
banned substances, the BHA 
said. 

Encke will now be banned 
from running for six 
months, meaning he cannot 
return to action until October 
29. The other six horses - Ener¬ 
gizer, Genius Beast, Improvisa¬ 
tion, Stamford, Steeler and Zip 
Top - will also be barred from 
racing until that date. 

A1 Zarooni has lodged an 
appeal against the severity of 
his initial suspension and the 
BHA has confirmed it will not 
take any further action until 
that matter is resolved, with 
the last week in June currently 
favoured as a potential hearing 
date. 

Paul Bittar, the BHA chief 
executive, said: “These test re¬ 
sults endorse the swift action 


and measures taken by the 
BHA in this matter. 

“Whatever the outcome 
of his appeal before the in¬ 
dependent Appeal Board, 
the gravity and scale of the 
infringements warranted 
Mahmood A1 Zarooni being 
removed from control of the 
yard as quickly as possible. 

“We welcome the news that 
Saeed bin Suroor’s horses test¬ 
ed negative and this clears the 
way for him to now take charge 
of Moulton Paddocks.” 

Encke made great strides in 
2012, graduating from a San- 
down handicap via Group-race 
places at Goodwood and York 
to foil the Triple Crown bid of 
Camelot. 

In beating Aidan O’Brien’s 
charge by three-quarters of a 
length, Encke ended Camelot’s 
chances of emulating Nijin¬ 
sky, who was the winner of the 
2000 Guineas, Derby and Leger 
in 1970. 

The BHA confirmed Encke 
was routinely tested after fin¬ 
ishing third in the Voltigeur at 
York and after his Doncaster 
triumph, with the colt return¬ 
ing negative results on both 
occasions. 

Energizer was previously a 
Group Three winner at Royal 
Ascot when trained in Germa¬ 
ny, while Steeler won the Royal 
Lodge last year for Mark John¬ 
ston. 

Bin Suroor said: “I’m happy 
that my stable is clear. I said 
before, the BHA can come any 
time they like, I’ve got abso¬ 
lutely nothing to hide.”

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MUCH-NEEDED TONIC Saeed bin Suroor in the winners' enclosure at Newbury

CONNECTIONS of Farhh will take their 
time in deciding which race he will tackle 
at Royal Ascot. 

Having chased home Frankel twice last 
term and finished second in four Group 
Ones, Saeed Bin Suroor's charge finally 
landed his first success at the highest 
level in last Saturday's Lockinge Stakes at 
Newbury. 

Farhh is entered for both the Queen Anne 
Stakes over a mile and the 10-furlong 
Prince Of Wales's Stakes at the Royal 
meeting but a plan is yet to be mapped 
out for the Godolphin runner. 

"The horses are running well again now, 
we've had a Group One winner and we 
can look forward," said Bin Suroor. 

"We thought Farhh would start at a mile 
and then step up to 10 furlongs but he 
won so well, we'll have a think. 

"He's got the Queen Anne and Prince of 
Wales's as his options and we'll leave it 
until nearer the time before deciding, but 
his win certainly gives us confidence for 
the future. 

"He showed he's every bit as good as last 
year, if not better. It looked a very good 
race." 

Bin Suroor's string have been slow to 
come to hand this season but sprang 
to life at the weekend with Willing Foe 
also winning the Aston Park Stakes at 
Newbury and Albasharah impressing at 
Doncaster. 

"Willing Foe was very impressive and his 
best trip looks to be two miles, but the 
Gold Cup (at Ascot) is two and a half," 
he said. 

"Albasharah is also a nice filly and won 
by eight lengths, she's won three out of 
three now. We'll be stepping her up in 
class and she'll run in a Listed or a Group 
race next."

No Peers pressure for winner Holley 


PAUL Holley successfully defended his 
Ross Peers East Cambridgeshire Half 
Marathon title for Newmarket Joggers. 

In perfect running conditions on 
Sunday, Holley chased down early 
leader Sullivan Smith of Cambridge & 
Coleridge to cross the line first at the 
end of the one-lap road route which 
started and finishing in Soham town 
centre. 

It was his third victory in the race and 



second in succession, and his time of 
lhr 13min 24sec was his fastest in the 
event, and only five seconds outside 
the course record. 

Smith was almost a minute behind in 
1:14.19 with John Manlow of Ely Run¬ 
ners third in 1:19.06. 

Next was Chris Bennett, who was first 
MV40 in 1:19.37, with Robin Clifford 
next in 1:20.03 for Newmarket Joggers. 
John Oakes was first MV50 in 1:20.33. 

First lady was Marianne Williamson 
of Bedford Harriers in 1:29.21. New¬ 
market Heath 2013 ladies winner Geor¬ 
gina Adams was fifth lady overall in 
1:33.26. 

Other Newmarket Jogger results: 
Chris Gay 1:27.59 (13th), Alex Cairns 
1:33.12 (30th), Neville Clarke 1:36.28 
(38th), David Cheese 1:38.39 (42nd) 
and first MV60 again, having won the 
trophy last year, Chris Eyre 1:42.19 


(52nd, PB), Neil Williamson 1:42.19 
(53rd), Ian Woodroffe 2:19.13 (133rd), 
Isabel Vicente 2:28.11 (138th). 

Meanwhile, fellow Jogger Denys Ole- 
fir won the Wimpole 10k, only a week 
after taking the Halstead and Essex 
Marathon. 

Like Holley, it was his second succes¬ 
sive victory in the event, and he took 
four minutes off his time of last year 
to finish in 34min 35sec, almost three 
minutes in front of the second-placed 
finisher. 

Joggers’ Clive Purbrook was 82nd of 
the 476 finishers in 48.54, with Michelle 
Barnes 203rd in a PB 55.27.
